1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14. Applicant's submission filed on February 19, 2010 has been entered. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Applicants' amendments and remarks submitted February 19, 2010 have been fully 
considered, and are persuasive to put the application in condition for allowance. The claims are 
allowable for reasons set forth in the prior offcie action. 

3. Claims 40, 43, 49-61 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set 
forth in MPEP § 821.04(B), claims 45-48, directed to the process of making or using an 
allowable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a result of a restriction 
requirement, are hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. 

Because all claims previously withdrawn from consideration under 37 CFR 1.142 have 
been rejoined, the restriction requirement as set forth in the Office action mailed on July 11, 
2007 is hereby withdrawn.
